The 
active, energetic Fruit Growers' Associa¬ 
tion of Riverside ia the foundation of the 
peculiar success uf that locality. It is 
through the influence of there societies that 
pimple are educated to important methods 
of action. There ia iiu need of any man 
b>aiiig his Identity aa a fruit grower by 
having common method* of action with 
others. One thing is certain, we cannot 
exterminate any common peat that may 
attack our fruit growing interest* without 
united action, and tilts may be beat secured 
by means of local societies.

operations but that lie can learn new and 
advantageous things from such a society. 
Many new men in the t>usm*M are planting 
orchards and vinryirda, and they should 
have the benefit uf the experience of those 
who have been fruit grow era for veara.

SEASON IflNTS 

It i» tius to inako arrangements for 
planting trees, to be looking around for 
grape cuttings, to be getting your orders 
ready for new and choice varieties of fruits 
—large and email. 

Theks by the roadside should be planted 
by every farmer or owner of a lot. The 
eucalyptus and pepper tree will grow almost 
without irrigation, if planted early, so as to 
get a good start from the late rains. 

Bx.VXr.BA** r».ATS can be started by 
sowing the seed during the rains. How 
beautiful a plat of grass is, and how easy 
it is to have one. The ground should b<- 
well broke and pulverized, and after sowing 
the seed, covered with well rotted straw 
and m inure. A sprinkling of the seed over 
the plat, during the late rains, will insure a 
good set. 

If tbe plat to be planted is exposed to 
the sun, sow cheat or barley with tln> first 
•owing of blue-grat* seed—t his forms a sod 
and protect* th-* young gras*. Cut the 
bnrley before it ripens, and water the plat 
well and often until well set. 

The planting of cereals should receive 
the prompt attention of every fanner who 
intend* to sow this season. Don't pul it 
off too long. 

ni rut l is a branch of budnaaa 
that is rapidly increasing in impnrtai 
each year. It is an excellent way for 
hem on the Pacific coast to got the <h«i«. 
varieties of small fruits that tho Km tern 
nurserymen lure brought to such n high 
standard. Strawberries, raspberries, rur 
rants, gotisuberma, cutting* of fiuita, 
grapes, ole.., etc. For obtaining -mall 
quantities *»f new and cb'-i. e varieties of 
fruits, it also proves a very cheap method 
for those nearer by, as quite a large nun 
ber or variety of plants can b« mail, d l„t 
fifty Bants' or one d.,ila f *» worth nf po.ug*. 


STRAWBERRIES. 

No me Oil men** should be without 
a strawberry bed. The farmer who of all 
j others should have an abundance, so gen 
! orally has no strawberries. We put in our 
plea fur hla family, and Instil that In- thall 
provide them with this excellent fruit -not 
only a few as a luxury, but an abundance 
The time is near at hand for tho setting ol 
the plants, and it is time to look roand for 
the choicest specimens. A fine variety rv 
quires ho more ground or Attention than a 
poor kind, and we advise every one who 
intends to grow this luscious fruit to be 
careful to got the belt, even if the first 
CO«t is much more than for an inferior 
quality. Much that has buen aaid about 
strawberry culture has conveyed the irn 
pres*itm that it is a great deal of trouble: 
that runners have to bo cut off and much 
care given otherwise, while in fact it is no 
more trouble to raise strawberries than it 
to grow carrots. Hut the cost is very 
litllo—nothing compared with the result in 
fruit. Oita can begin as small as he pleases; 
f he cannot afford the outlay for a large 
bed, lot him buy enough for a start and 
raise Ms own plants. It make-, no differ 
nice where the farmer may live, ho con get 
plants by mail by the hundred. Some of 
the ch 'iiu kitida they an? raising Ka»t —the 
Mt. V©rtmn or others — wilt do well here. 

It is tho first step which tolls. While 
wo have In view especially the family com- 
fort, it may bo well to consider that in moat 
localities enough berries can bo aohl from 
the find crop to pay for tho wbolo outlay- 
only don't sell and let tho family go with¬ 
out, but have enough for both demands. 

How mutiy shall l plant? will bo one of 
tho first questions to decide, An ordinary 
family should have id (oast two hundred 
plant*, and generally four hundred will not 
bo found too many, if the fruit is used 
freely. It Is belter to provide for an 
abundance. 

What kind*? If rcalnctod to one km l, 
w,» have no hesiuthm in saying Charles 
Downing. If there are *mw*»ful straw¬ 
berry-grower* in tho vicinity, find wh*t 
due* bast with them, and plant the *auu 
kind.

A bandage of cornstalks or sacks, bound 
firmly around the trunks, is of great serv¬ 
ice, and many ranches, protected by thick 
rows of eucalyptus and pepper trees, seem 
to have escaped entirely. 

Mr. G. Howland, who resides south of 
the city, has a piece of land which was for¬ 
merly strongly impregnated with alkali. 
He lit first bolicvod that it was worthless, 
but decided to experiment with it. Hear¬ 
ing in mind the- fact that soda and potash, 
when exposed to sunshine and air, lose 
much of their power, at the commencement 
of the dry season two years ago he plowed 
it up and loft it to the sun and wind. Just 
before the rains set in last winter lie sowed 
the whole tract with barley, and was grati¬ 
fied to find that this cereal llmirished on the 
supposed worthless land. Ho obtained a 
tine crop, and believes that he has solved 
the problem of how to treat our nlknli 
lands.

see how the country was. Riding out from 
the seaport, Wilmington, l found that the

There 
were about 500,000 acres of table land ami 
undulating hills; about 300^)00 of v*li.. v 
lands. These lands were covered with it 
rank, rich growth of wild clover, alfilimn 
malva ami mustard.

Such I found to be the general opinion 
of Los Angeles in 1808. Howovor, I took 
tho steamer, ami, passing Los Angeles, 
wont to San Diego. There was no town 
there; it was before the oxoitoment arose 
as to that placo. Returning, I ventured to 
stop in Los Angolcs to look around and

The beet way, whether grape cuttings 
are to be planted as soon as reproved or to 
In* kept some time, is u> submerge. them en¬ 
tirely in water and keep them there for 
twenty-four hours at least, and a> niucli 
longer as it ia desired to keep them; even 
if kept, submerged for two months it will 
do no harm, and probably he a benefit. 
The next best way to keep them is to bury 
them entirely, or four-fifths their entire 
length. Care should he taken not. to place 
them in large masses without earth be* ween 
them, for in that case those cuttings which 
have no earth in contact with them will 
mold, and this mold .* the forerunner of 
decay and death. When to be kept for 
any length of time, them, it would be best 
to place them in such a manner that earth 
mil wane in eoriUoi with every nari of the 
culling which is underground. Than, again, 
cart* should be taken to see that tin earth 
la wet, and kept ao, for if It is as d. v or 
dryer than the cutting, if will absorb’the 
moisture front tin* cutting until the point 
of saturation is equal, whereas if it » kept 
wet it will give op moisture to the cun mgs 
and lump them in favorabJa condition for 
growing.

I his ia usually done by making a bole 
with n crowbar trie depth desired to plant, 
S.V from 1* u> lu imili.s, and « man fob 
lowing and placing cutting. If yon are 
planting without irrigation, then much the 
b«M way i. to pour u quart of water ... 
each hole, and have aotna one follow will.

full depth of the hole containing it, and 
working the bar backwards and forward, 
in lire direction of the cutting. In this 
way the ground ia pressed around the cut- j 


tiny* the whole length of that portion 
which is under ground. Upon direful at¬ 
tention to this apparently trilling matter 
the growth of your cuttings depends, for if 
the li .les are filled or closed at top only, 
the bottom of the cutting will become mil¬ 
dewed, and decay. 

If planting is done hy irrigating, while 
plentmg, making tlu» water do the filling of 
the holes, ao much the better, although the 
fir.t way is good enough if cure is exer¬ 
cised; and oven when irrigating it is much 
safer to have a man follow with thu crow¬ 
bar and probe around each cutting as the 
water runs, and make sure that cadi hole is 
filled with earth. 

Much could be flair) as to how all this 
i* done, how many men can work to ad¬ 
vantage, or form a gang; hut. these ate 
matter* soon learned, and would take more 
time than I now have to devote to this de- 
goriptinii. 


Consist in plowing with a single horsp, be- 
ginini g in the aentre between two rows of 
cuttings with a hack-furrow, and going 
backwards and forwards until nil the land 
i» plowed up to the cuttings.

BUT CHIEFLY MUSOATEL.

Cau«i**U: - 
A French gentleman ctuif mailt with th 
sweet wine*. called Lunel, informed me.

Nothing yet discovered has reached the 
perfection with which long trending with 
the human foot accomplishes this indis¬ 
pensable cotuliii.m of sweet and full-bodied 
wines. Oxygen is neccaaary to the vinou* 
fermentation; and all of it that a must is 
to have, must begot into it before ferment 
align commences to any considerable cx- 
tunt, Perhaps tin- simplest method would 
bo to pump air through the liquid for a 
considerable timo, or force the liquid through 
a hose with a finely perforated hose on the 

It in nnt too much to say that most of 
tlie uouapiouous defect* in California wines 
are caused by the vmeynnliala following 
Frounh nr German methods with riajj 
musts, more particularly in the hotter por¬ 
tions of the State. French and German 
methods me excellent for those countries, 
but it must be remembered that wc h.-r>' 
are 1J degrees nr latitude nearer the 
equator than most of the wine districts ol 
Fri.ro>', and can alwaya depend upon a diy 
autumn am) jtunriy weather.

The hulls must not be entirely removed; 
about a quarter should be left in; but in 
this case a little experience is the safest 
guide. It must bo kopt in view that the 
aitn is to make n true wine, not a confec¬ 
tion like most of that called Angelica. 
Tannin is indispensable, and tartaric acid 
to Jwnovc the pot ash, and malic snd other 
aeid* to form the bouquet. Tannin is ob- 
mined from the skins as the alcohol goes 
on forming in the process of fermentation, 
snd also tlm coloring matter for that exquis¬ 
ite gold-yellow, which is to this eye what 
bouquet and aroma are to the noRe and 
palate. 

I.KSUTn or KEBMHXTATIOW. 

A certain latitude is to be allowed for the 
time reqoired under the varying conditions 
of temperature at which the fermentation 
is carried on; but, roughly, it may bn 
stated at between six and nine days. In 
vpry hot localities where ibo fermentation 
would naturally become tumultuous, live 
Jay* might wull sullico. 

About the fifth or sixth day the best 
I'uui-' in follow ia U> distil a little of the 
must, which can be easily and accurately 
dotte in one of Snlcruira small stills. This 
is better than Beauinc's instrument. If it 
show nine (It) of alcohol, stop the violent 
Fermentation by a dose of three per cent, 
of goud winu-brandy of 50 proof at least. 
Kin] h" kill a large portion of the ferment. 
II this be not enough to stop it, then a 
llUli’ more, arid an early wracking, with 
sulphuring, say within a fortnight. The 
additional spirit will assist in dissolving 
tannin and coloring matter from the hulls. 

At the end of fourteen to twenty days, 
Iran off tbo young wine into pipes or 
hogsheads, clean washed with a bath of 
crude tartar, dissolved in hot water; then 
Milphured, and when filled left witli the 
Imngliole covered with a tag of muslin or 
a bflck to allow a certain amount of gas to 
escape, and to keep Hies and dust out. The

The evaporation should then 
bo continued at a moderate heat till the 
must shall have become “sticky" to the 
fingers, and, when cold, the nearer to thin 
honey the better. Often a good, rough 
way to teat it is to dip in a bit of chip, and 
drawing it slowly out observe the length of 
the thread it brings with it. 

Thorn is, however, a point which the per¬ 
son who is watching tho evaporation may 
notice as a guide. Hr must remember, 
however, that one essential matter is to 
avoid any burning of the must; for a taste 
of the lire greatly injures it. Now, at a 
certain point, if hi* fire is just enough 0 
keep evaporation going actively on, the 
whole contents of hi* ili«h will begin to 
rise up a little, and roll over and ov. r, and 
look like a mass of gray hair. A few min¬ 
utes after that appears he should extin¬ 
guish his fire, and let the matter oool. 
That having been done, the ariribi' is put 
in clean vessels of wood, or, better still, 
oarthware, ami five or six per cent, of g.-ori 
proof brandy added to it, to guard against 
furmontatiun, and prevent any laouldiness 
arising. This, then, should he alwny* on 
hand lor the purposes now to bo detailed. 

UBKS OK AKKUBE, A.V» HOW TO V»K tT. 

Before all it is prudent to take from Iwn 
to live gallons of the best and richest must 
of Muscatel and formant it in a demijohn 
aa far as ever it will go down, till it be¬ 
comes, in fact, a-s dry as possible, and then 
determine the total amount of alcohol lo 
distillation. Still the tables supplied will, 
Salcrou’s small stills, whether French or 
British, do not indicate the total nnutunt 
of alcohol present. To obtain it, »be 
strength indicated by the table must be 
multiplied by 4, and the product divide.i 
bv T, which will giro tho total quantity. 
Example: proof strength, 24“; I4.X4w»yr, 
: 7—13.714 alcohol. When the total 
amount has thus been ascertained, |an- 
ahonld be taken in adding spirit, m anv 
form, *o that, the wine should never inurii 
nxcued the amount it would have forme.I 
naturally if allowed to become perfectly 
dry wine. Working within the above Inn 
its with spirit alone, or what ia of ». r- 
consequence with arroW, the wine will 
never need lo exceed its natural strength; 
and it will be quite pure wine because it 
will contain nothing but vinous matter. 
Wine so prepared would, among other 
purposes, lie availablo for aacrammital 
uses. 

HACKINO. 

Generally the first racking would take 
place in this Statu during ihn first fine, 
still weather in March, and again in t>, 
toiler. 

Now, on each of those occasions, a por¬ 
tion, say one per cent, of strong win.' 
brandv, and on* jmirth per cent. 01 atrobt', 
la adiled before tho cask is eloaed down. 
The ©no per cent, of brandy ia added to 
the arrobc, and the whole well mixed, and 
a gallon or two of the wiue drawn oil and 
blended with it, and then poured into the 


cask and well stirred, or the cask railed i 
about for nmn time. Nothing more is] 
needed but to keep the r«ak.s ronsUntl* 1 
full to the bung. At this point it becomes i 
necessary to draw a little on the faith and 1 
patience of the cellar master, because, or ] 
dinarily, the wine will become milky to look 
at. sweetv-sour t»> the taste, etc.', and in 
cellar parlance, “kirk ahmil s good deal " 
But it will work all right if tha above pr* 
cautions have been taken.

Here the raal difficulty with Muscatel 
wine comes in; fur it requires skill to ren¬ 
der it “candle bright." 

Probably others who bare hail experience 
in treating Muscatel hare found methy ls 
of fining it that satisfy themselves; 1 can 
only say what 1 foaui! to answer both in 
Portugal and Australia. 

The plan was first to take a large trAUr 
i/luM bottle, tin* bigger the better, and 
treat aa much at could be conveniently 
handled in it- Tha quanutv, whatever it 
may be, ia ascertained, u w*fl as the naan 
tity of fining employed. Moreover, the 
amount of tanaiii present must b« roughly 
estimated; and this is easily done by filter¬ 
ing a wineglass of the wine, unless it is 
pretty bright; and then nutting into it a 
teaspoonful of baking soda (the bi-oarbou- 
itc of adds). Stirring it well, and after a 
few minutes noting the depth of blue-black, 
or nearly quite black, color. Tho deeper 
tho tint the more abundant the tannin, and 
the leas fear in using finings. Still, every 
precaution needs to be taken not to rob it 
ol tannin, and the same applies to ail while 
wines. 

Tiie safest plan Is to use real isinglass. 
When eoaknl tn the usual way and quite 
thin and fine, add first a small quantity of 
wine, and then about an equal quantity of 
brandy, partly to fix the isinglass mi as not 
to act too much on the Lauum, and yet 
sweep the impurities with it aa it fettles. 
If white of egg or other albuminous sub¬ 
stations be uses!, even greater care is need 
ml. The whites i f *ix perfectly fresh hens’ 
qm should be ample for l*kt gals. win*. 

Since the object aimed in fining is to 
render the wine bright, wo should reason 
•bly suppose the readiest way to affect it 
would lie lo put it through a filter; hut as 
(bat cannot be safely done with delicsi- 
wines, we make a filter and put it through 
tht o'in.. 

In ruy experience, and it was consider 
able in Australia, I found, tn the instance 
of Muscat wine*, that the addition of a 
little finely washed Spanish clay, or very 
tine white silver sand, thoroughly washed, 
both accelerates the work "f fining, am! 
rruder it mure elf relive. Tha more equable 
the temperature of the cellar the IwUcr, 
•specially after the tiuings have been put

are respectfully submitted to makers of 
Muscatel wine.

HORTICULTURE. 

Mr. .f. W. Wolfskill has introduced a 
new variety of ruse known as the "Banner” 
variety, the first blossom of which was ex¬ 
hibited at the Fair. As its name indicates 
it is beautifully variegated and will prove 
a valuable addition to our (lower gardens. 

Prof. A. J. Cooke, of the Michigan Uni¬ 
versity advises farmers who have large ap¬ 
ple orchards and are troubled by the rav¬ 
ages of the Codling moth to keep 11 band 
of hogs among the trees. The wormy ap¬ 
ples fall off, are devoured by the hogs, 
and thus the development of tho pest is 
prevented. 

The subject of windbreaks is of so much 
importance, that all the time allotted to 
cannot be spent with more profit than by 
calling attention to them.

Tho best general remedy for scale, is, to 
keep your trees in vigorous health by thor¬ 
ough fertilization and cultivation. Stir 
the soil often with tho cultivator or hoe; 
keep down the weeds and grass, and your 
grove will not require so many remedies to 
exterminate the insects.—Ur. Geo. W. Da¬ 
vis, of Florida. 

Citrus trees require careful pruning to 
keep tho tops open, without exposing 
naked branches, admitting tlm sun to true 
tify the blossoms and gild the fruit, and 
that tho whole tree may bo waahod dean 
by descending showers. Clipping tlm 
spines promotes fruitfulness and guards 
against injury to the fruit.—F. Strcngel, at 
Riverside Fair. 

An old fruit grower hands us the follow¬ 
ing receipt fur a superior grafting wax: 
Take of linseed oil one pint, dear reaiu six 
pounds, pili'Q beeswax one pound; melt to¬ 
gether slowly, so a* not to burn, and stir 
thoroughly together; pour into a pail of 
cold water, and when cool enough work 
white like molasses candy. Make up into 
rolls six inches long and lay up 
in a cool collar. It will keep perfectly 
good for many years. When taken out 
into the garden ill a mild day, it will soon 
be soft enough to handle easily. 11 the 
hands arc rubbed with a little linseed oil 


occasionally, the wax will not be troubli 
some to them. 

“The oranges grown in Marysville have 
a much higher market value than the Los I 
Angeles fruit shipped to this portion of | 
the State. The Marysville urange has a 
thicker skin, but it is much larger, and 
more palatable than the fruit from the 
lower country.” 

The Sacramento Jtvfwd Union publishes 
the above nonsense.

With the “Downing” it should have a place 
n every home garden. It is soft for long 
.arriage, and loo pale for those markets 1 
that demand n hard, high colored berry 
without regard to flavor.

The 
business is now looked upon aa a success 
In vend perad venture, and a big success at 
that. There arc plenty of groves that will 
yield a net profit of $1,000 per acre this 
season, and some much more. 

James A. Harris stands at the head of 
tho list uf orange growers in the Slate. 
Soinc tiine or ten yours ago lie bought a 
tract of wooded land on which there was a 
great many wild orange trees. Hn cut 
down the largo timber and hudde<! tin* 
si ur trees without removing them, and 
ilu y were bearing in three years. Last 
year lie sold his crop for 11 it, 000, and lost 
week lie bargained the present crop fur 
(hd snug sum uf $40,000— u good turn lor 
an investment of a few hundred dollars in 
ten rears.

There were five entries for the 4100 pre¬ 
mium, a* follows: Pasadena, N*tionsl 
Ranch Grange, San Gabriel, II. J. Crow, 
Veriluga Ranch, ana Wood hc&d \ (lay, 
dealers. 

The Pasadena exhibit was by far the Ur¬ 
gent. display in the Pavilion, and llip fruit 
was very fine. It consisted of clpv**a va¬ 
rieties of oranges, four varieties of li-mrma, 
limes, citron, raisins, guavas, pear* »ntl ap 
pies. Tim mammoth tent of 144 boxes 
oranges and lemons, finely packed m holier 1 
ready for shipment to market, was very , 
massive and attracted universal attention. 
The fruit was very clean and of a fine qual¬ 
ity and was tastefully arranged, and Che- 1 
tables were beautifully decorated with 
flowers. 

The National Ranch Grange exhibit was 
not so large in quantity of fruit, but it con¬ 
tained the most varieties, to-wit. Twenty- 
one varieties of oranges, seven varieties of 
lemons, besides the seedlings, also nin es, 
raisins, apples, limes, dried figs and guavas. 
The fruit was very superior in quality, be 
ing clean, very ripe and tin© textured in \ 
general appearance. 

San Gabriel exhibited more artistic 
in arranging its display than any other In 
cxlity. The pagoda, the sides, roof and spin 
of which were covered with oranges and 
lemons, was a design happily conceived aud 
artiscically executed. 

H. J. ('row made the finest display as an 
individual, and this exhibit is deserving uf 
special mention, by virtue of the quality of 
tin! fruit and the tasty maimer in which it 
was arranged.

Your Committee on Budded Fruit beg 
leave to report that, after four vary severe 
testa, in which the oranges were so placed 
before ua that the name of the grower was 
not known to any nf the Committer, we 
find little, if any, diflVrwnre between No. 1 
apecimen, (.’over and McCoy, Riverside. 
Cal., ami No. 1 specimen, J. R. Dobbin*, 
San Gabriel, Cal., both being Washington 
Navel, budded from the same stock. The 
specimen* placed before us led ua Ut sward 
the First Premium to No. 1, Cover A Me 
Coy, Riverside, Cal-, while vre felt that wi 
might be doing the San Gabriel oranges an 
injustice, aa we consider the difference lo 
be only in time the fruit has been picked. 
We therefore recommend that Mr. J. It. 
Dobbins, of San Gabriel, bn awarded a 
special premium of five dollars (45) for the 
d best variety of budded fruit.

than That of their mw.j sagieiou* neigh¬ 
bors. Wb certainly would advocate plant¬ 
ing Several varieties of twinge trees, but 
would decidedly recommend the VWhing 
ton navel as a most desirable tree. 

Mr, J. H. Dobbins, of Sau Gabriel, has a 
stock of 800 trees nf the Washington navel 
variety, and any of our reader* who may 
desire to secure buds, can obtain them by 
applying Marly to him.

To be harm¬ 
less, the removed bark must ho replaced 
by a new protective covering in the same 
vouaon. 

THE PROFITS OF GRAPE CULTURE. 

A vineyard will commence bearing three 
years nftrr setting out. The yield will be 
far above expense# of cultivation and 
harvesting. At five years aid a vineyard 
will yield from four to six tons of fruit per 
acre. Grapes, last year, sold at the 
vineyard for from P10 to >30 per ton, ac¬ 
cording to quality. Old vineyards, say at 
ten years, will yield from seven to thirteen 
tons of fruit, There are in California five 
millions acres of lands which can be ob¬ 
tained at low figures and upon easy terms 
as t. payments, say from Hu to iib per 
acre, These lands are located in the foot¬ 
hills oT California, both north and south, 
and are the best grape lnndo in tin; State. 
Many of those lands in the middle and 
northern portion of California are con¬ 
tiguous to water ditches, for mining pur- 
pnsns, This water could be purchased For 
irrigation purposes at reasonable rates in 
many localities, thus making grape culture 
a certainty.

Mercury i* generally used, 
alcohol, from its low freezing point, being 
used for exceedingly low temperatures. 
The maximum temperature for a day means 
the highest temperature recorded during a 
period of a ilav, week or any definite pe¬ 
riod. Minimum temperature refers to the

The term relative humidity, or amount of 
aqueous vapor in the atmosphere, as distinct 
from actual humility, i» used to exp re** the 
proportion that the amount nf watery vapor 
in the air bears to a perfectly indurated at 
musphere.

LOS ANGELES COUNTY. 

The Renciur/ r.a of CiilJ'ortiin in speaking 
of Southern California says: 

Thi* is the richest, most prolific and 
iroaperous county in Southern California, 
t has every variety of soil and climate to 
he found in this part 01 the State.

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THE GROWTH Or FARMING. 

Tho earliest history with which we arc 
acquainted, sings of tho fruits of the field. 
Tho ancients had their goddess for every 
department, and as some particular branch 
bore abundantly, they bowed at the shrine 
of their propitious benefactress. As we 
look back through the centuries of the past, 
we find the profession of farming in its 
highest state during the time of republican 
Home, and note its decline during the 
tho reign of the Cn-sars, when the luxuries 
and vices of their thrift permeated all 
cla bos of society. Broad republican prin- 
eiides, a growing civilization, and a liberal 
education of the masses, will ever bo found 
goiug hand in hand with progressive farm¬ 
ing. Other professions may prosper and 
shine with a double bister on the page of 
history under imperial and kingly rule, but 
farming, to attain its largest proportions 
II"d aueoeaa, must be fostered by the an- 
nobling band of liberty. Landlord and 
tenant may hold their respective positions, 
but never till the loriRiit becomes the land¬ 
lord will tbo noil bless a prosperous and 
happy people. 

Looking through the dark night of a 
thousand years which followed tin- down¬ 
fall Ot Home, we sec the gleam of the (ksltio 
sword mul tho poise of the Teuton lance 
slowly but surely preparing tho way for n 
better and nobler ag.-. An ago that will 
not bo perfect until the iron rule of modern 
Europe shall disband its standing armies, 
which are the bono and sinew of the land, 
and return the memhora to fields freu to 
the hand that tills them. The very reason 
why tin- United States is the leading agri¬ 
cultural nation of the world, lies in the 
fact of the broad freedom which it* citizens 
enjoy. When the dark cloud of war sweeps 
over our land, tho call to arms is answered 
by hundreds <>f thousand* ready to do their 
duty in tho field of carnage, but os soon as 
tho lieaty of peace is proclaimed the Spirit 
of r«atlwMiiu>»8 prevails until the last tent is 
folded and the warring thousands wh" were 
rivals In war become rivals in the fluid of 
husbandry. In truth, we arc a nation of 
farmers in peace, and a nation of soldiers 
in times of war. No nation can bo truly 
great and prosperous for any length of 
time where these conditions do Hot ovist, 
History bears us out in this assertion, and 


it is with a certain national pride which we 
feci that we glanco at our own free America 
with her boundless resources. From ocean 
to ocean,from the forty-ninth parallel to tin- 
gulf, we arc a nation of workers, and our 
present wonderful prosperity is all duo to 
the intelligent labor of tin- active farmer. 
The trades could not exist, commerce would 
bccorno a thing of the pssr, and failnres 
more appalling than were ever known, 
would appear on every side, should the 
fields refuse to yield their aniuial reward. 
Tim time has past when farming, in tlm 
minds of a few, ranked lower than tin; pro¬ 
fessions and trade. The honest rustic is 
now regarded as tho great source of our 
national strength, a position which his in¬ 
telligence and success have justly won for 
him. Farming will bo a success in propor¬ 
tion to the intelligence of the masses. 
Scientific farming ulouci may not succeed, 
but scionoc combined with experience am) 
a fair amount of good seuae, will always 
attain a larger success than the unlearned, 
hap-hazard system. 

Beading, thinking and doing arc the 
three essentials; combine them properly, 
giving to each the time which its import 
anoe demands, and our great plains and 
valleys will support a degroe of prosperity 
that will command the respect and admira¬ 
tion of all civilized nations. 

MIXED FARMING. 

More mixed farming, wc believe, would 
bring more coin to tho farmers’ pocket, 
and a more lasting prosperity tu the country 
than the all one thing rule that so generally 
obtains throughout Southern California. 
Tho Eastern farmer who, after his long 
year of toil, finds one or two hundred dol¬ 
lars added to his bank account, fee.la satis¬ 
fied that ho ha# been fairly rewarded for 
hi* labor. This amount of money would 
snoni but a small couipeuaatiou In our 
farmer*. Unless they can raise u largo 
crop of wheat or barloy, run in debt for 
this thing and flint, run tbft ri*k uf a dry 
season, and carry on a largo business, 
farming fins no charm* for fheui. And 
right here is where Wo find failure*, if any 
nro lo bo found. 

Vou never hear of a man with forty or 
eighty acres, who gives hi* attention to the 
different branches of agriculture ami hor¬ 
ticulture failing. True, it may bn that at 
tlm end of llio year lit; may not have 
cleared so much us Iris more pretentious 


neighbor, whoso large wheat or barley crop, 
favored with a good season, has added 
largely to his exchequer. Hut how will it 
bo the year following, and the nest, should 
they be dry seasons? 

While the small farmer keeps down ex- 
icnses, lives within Ids means, improve* 
lis few acres, and becomes independent 
slowly but surely, the larger one goo* into 
debt for teams, provisions, machinery, 
finally mortgages, and at lost is wild out 
and lias nothing that he may call his own. 

The term gambling can justly bo applied 
Ui some branches of farining.aud especially 
in California. 

Every new branch that is more than or¬ 
dinarily premising, is taken up with such a 
furore that it become* a “boom," and u a 
rule it eventually proves a failure through 
over- product ion. 

We refer to tho time when everybody be¬ 
came wild over the orange and general 
citrus culture, and dug up their vineyards 
to make room for the orange, lemon, time, 
etc. Now they arc reversing the order of 
things, and everybody must have a vine¬ 
yard, even to the neglect ol citrus fruits. 
Sonic years ago deciduous fruits were by 
many considered a failure, and unworthy 
of any attention. Experience, however, has 
given us n full line of deciduous fruits, 
save, perhaps, cherries, a few currants and 
plum*, which challenge* tho world to a 
comparison. The forty -acre farm properly 
managed, will have a small vineyard, \ 
deciduous orchard, some citrus trees, a 
patch of nlfalfa, cows, chickens, pigm, and 
will raise in the field a general vanelv of 
products: oorn, potatoes, pumpkins, ft**, 
beaus, hay, barley, etc. Uy *.>me this 
would be considered a sort of pultvring, 
and would be considered boneatb their 
time and attention, but it i» a fact, verified 
by cases near this city, that man who fol 
low this plan will inevitably succeed, an 1 
in a short lime will bectinm tho kry to our 
periiianant prosperity.

WILL ORANGE CULTURE PAY? 

This is a question of great importance to 
Southern California. The time was when 
an orango orchard in full hearing was even 
mote sure than a bank in declaring divi¬ 
dends. Dividends not nf five or six per 
cent, but dividends which at once made 
tlm fortunate possessor independent. Uut 
with this industry the former bright 
promises can hardly be realized now. ft i„ 
useless to disguise the real truth nf the 
"latter. Some may wish that wo had said 
nothing on ,his submet, but why deceive 
ourselves, our neighbors, and our friends.'' 
I Im truth is what the rending public want, 
not theories dressed up in tinn words and 
elaborate phrases. When we had but few 
orchards m bearing tlm demand gave us 
good prices, but. during tho last throe 
seasons there has b*..n very little profit in 
tlm business, save to a few of tho old 
orchards which had already established a 
reputation. These of course removed tlm 
first intention from dealers, and have eon- 
tinned to bn moderately reinunoratiu*, 
wlnle tbo younger orchards have had the 
disadvantage of seeking tlmir own markets, 
and the moro huccomM ones have returned 
many a ready dollar to tlm pocket of the 
glower, I„ writing about this industry If 
■* but just to speak of the many vicissi¬ 
tudes winch linvo attended it, arid it »dl 
i»iip< „r to the intelligent reader at once 
that the ..range In., paused through a trying 
ordeal during ,1m |„* t three year, and U..Y 
still be looked upon with much favor when 
certain condition, are complied will, 
beg... our retrospect we w f|| maiion ,)„ 


unusually cold winters of ’78—79 and ’7S1-K0. 
which killed thousand, of trees in nursery, 
und beside, killing many in orchard form, 
chilled all more or loss, and tlm result each 
year was a small crop and much inferior 
fruit. 

Of course tunn Itaft mi power over the 
elements, lie is forced to take the so,son, 
a* they eo»u\ and to do tho best, lie esn 
with them. \\'« learn from men who Imve 
resided Imro for twenty-five or thirty 
years that those winters were the exception 
and not the rule, consequently wo have 
every reason to expect coming Season* to 
lie inure favorable to tlm industry. Again, 
in tho spring of '.SO many now orchards, 
CBinn into hearing ami the blossoming was 
very promising, but the summer was uool, 
fro»t came just as tliu fruit was beginning 
to turn yellow, and tlm crop „f '80-81, 
though wry large, has nOthrmighl as much 
coin into this section a, was Imped for. 
We must nay, however, that the growers 
are in a large degree responsible for tins 
result. Mad they gone through their 
orchards After the fruit hail aot last spring 
and thinned out freedy, allowing each tree 
according to age to bear from three to five 
hundred only, they would have less in 
number to lie sure, but that loss would 
have been nions than balanced by the 
superior quality of the fruit. So much for 
one neglect of the grower, and now we will 
speak of another practice oven more inju¬ 
rious to the industry than all others com¬ 
bined, and that is the gathering time. It is 
a lact that as a rule- the orange in Southern 
California doea not ripen before tho limt of 
March or the first of April, and wo k 


must often please the eye in order to read, 
! the stomach, and in this age of friendly 
rivalry in order to be successful we must 
be original, wide awake, active, ever striv¬ 
ing to excel and aiming to lead rather than 
to be led. 

Glancing into tho future we have mauv 
hopeful, Experience

from actual experience that ir improves by 
banging on the tree through May, June, 
and riven into July. Now. it in a practice 
with many to begin pieking as early as 
December, a time when tho fruit, 
although yellow, is not ripe, and i* 
so sour that it is In no degree palatable. 
This is thrown upon tho market, not only 
upon our home, but upon all the great ecu', 
tens within our reach, and you can easily 
imagine the result. Tlm fruit in sampled 
and nil unfavorable opinion is farmed, a 
prejudice spring* tip which tlm ripe, line 
flavored fruit of tlm proper picking ‘imo 
can hardly overcome. It in to bo htin.-d 
that the grower’s attention will be called to 
those facts, and that in the future he will 
look more to thinning >111! and will not put 
his oranges upon the market until they art¬ 
fully ripe.

In thi» brief retrospect we believe that 
we hare noticed the more iuijKirtanl points 
bearing upon the subject. The prui and 
the cons, devoid of all coloring have coroe 
under our consideration, and in tho final 
Bumming up the general verdict will no 
do uut bn favorable to orango culture, when 
the conditions spoken of in this article 
receive the attention which their importance 
demand. 


This question should have been consul- 
nred earlier hi the season, but even now it 
is not too lain to advisu a little to the 
matter.

Many will hesitate through fear of inability 
to reach the public taste. To them we would 
cite tin' success that some private itidivni 
unis have attained during the experimental 
limes of the Industry. It hs# been our 
good fortune to lest some of tlm fruit put 
up by tmr growers in a quiet way at their 
home*, and we do not hrsiUic to any that 
bettor goods we never sampled. Cans in 
large quantum# can be bud of our local 
tinners nt very reasonable priens, according 
to size. Two-pound can* wo will place at 
fifty cents per dozen and look for a minute 
nt the profits of tlm business To avoid 
fractions we will pat the coat of 
pound can at four ccoIm. sugar not to 
exi-nnd one cent, fanev libel three cent 
total cost eight cents. Now what will your 
goods wholesale for? A retail dealer of 
this city tells us that we may figure with 
absolute certainty on fifteen cents per can 
a* the lowest wholesale price that first eh 
goods will ever reach 

Here, then, you have seven cents for two 
pounds of fruit and the labor attending the 
canning. Seven cent# for one can, seven 
dollars for a hundred, seventy dollars per 
thousand and so on. Who would ask for 
anything better? Only be who is sitting 
around for something to turn up to make 
him rich in a day, I’oor fellow, those days 
with California arc past. The territories 
with their mining excitement tnny afford 
you the stimulus which your nature craves. 

Go, we wish you well, and when you are 
through dreaming your goldtm dream and 
wish to become a hard working humble 
rustic, return, and we will gladly arlrnit you 
to our army of workers. Individual can 
"ing we would advise only with parties 
who live remote from the large factories. 

While these canneries aru moderately 
liberal in their prices, growers would butter 
sell direct to them, then they barn llicir 
money in their pocket, and have no more 
worry or anxiety concerning their Crop. 

All that wn have said regarding canning 
will apply to drying. There lx always more 
or less fruit that is unfit for canning. Such 
•hould bu dried, nonu should bo allowed to 
waste; all will bo waniod at good prices 
be loro next season's crop comes. Nurner 
on* drying devices can bo had, some of 
them at. a nominal figure, but where money 
is scare* a little ingenuity and ambition, 
with two or Ilium dollars worth of lumbar, 
would construct a family dryer that would 
last a lifetime. 

Although our deciduous product# «r» 
liartoming almost too large to cufileinplslo, 

■till the demand absorb* thorn all and oalls 
for morn. < California canned and dried fruits 
are -’allnd for from nearly r.very quarter of 
the globe. Many orders to our personal

DEfllDtlOOfl FRUIT BUDDING. 

July and August arc the proper months 
In winch to bud deciduous trees. The 
plum generally armies first in order, other 
nrlolms follow as Ilia bark, sap and buds 
re in condition, and tho peach comes in at 
the last. 

Any sized tree may bo budded, but .is a 
rule only young trees of one year’, growth 
in nursery form an- subjected to tills opora- 
tion. The already bearing orchard, how- 
ever, may be budded with equal propriety, 
and now i» a good time to change a ponr 
fruit for n good one. In budding nursery 
trees the bud is inserted into the trunk 
four to six inches from the ground; larger 
trees receive the binl in the limbs. Buds 
are taken from brnriches or this year'i 
growth, and only the largest and finest 
hould be used. The process is so simple 
that it is hardly worth while to repent it 
here, but for fear that sornn one nose 
quaiuted with the business may peruse thi 
article we will speak of it brielly. Wlir.ii 
the terminal bud is forming oil the end ' 
•ho twigs the tree is ready for huaiuc 
Use a building knifu if you have one, if 
nut, a pooka: knife will answer. Mak> 
slit in the bark where you wish to place 
bud about bii inch lung, nt the top of the 
slit, cut square across it about half an inch, 
wiili the handle of the budding knife care¬ 
fully raise the lips of tho bark thus made and 
insert the bud, forco tho bud down to the 
bottom of tho slit, then wind with soft 
budding twine, nr any * ft twine that you 
may have, sufficiently hard to exclude the 
air. In two or three weeks tho string may 
be removed and everything left until next 
sprinp, when tho trunk should ho cut i,fl a 
few inohos above tlm bud. And later in 
the season as I lie bud progresses the trunk 
may bo trimmed off smoothly down eloso to 
the bud. Alter the bud starts in the 
spring nil oilier growth should lie broken off 
by the hand so that the full growing for 
may go to tlm bud ubiili’. lit large trees y 
pursue the same plan, save it is tho limb, 
instead of the trunk a* in tho nursery, but 
Urn process is tho same in every particular,

One 
gentleman informs ns that be has com¬ 
menced tin-, cultivation of fruit trees on a 
handsome scale, having planted »ev,. r ,| 
thousand pear and apricot trees which arc 
growing finely. Tlm climate of this county 
is favorable to fruit raising, and, with the 
exception of cherries and |*iche#, which 
would do well on ilia lowlands l>orde/lng 
the rivers, good profits could be reaped 
from orchards.

It is demonstrated 
hy practical grape growers that the raisin 
grape cannot be successfully cultivated 
without irrigation sufficient in fh«*i the 
ground and destroy insects which prey 
upon vines. Almost any ordinary well will 
furnish tho necessary water for sub irriga¬ 
tion, which is thu only practicable way of 
irrigating vines.—.l/.»/f*r-i //era/'/.

MODERN BEE-KEEPING. 


It is estimated that three hundred thou¬ 
sand persons are engaged in keeping bees 
in the United Suite!.. The value of the 
honey produced annuall_v i* upwards of ten 
millions of dollars. The great majority of 
bee-keepers are farmers having two Or 
three colonies in hollow gums ami rough 
boxes propped up on clam-shells These 


connected with apiculture, ami contain the 
proceedings of the various conventions held 
by progressive bee-keepers throughout the 
country. These facts are mentioned and 
these sources of information are indicated 
in order to show that bee-keeping not only 
furnishes opportunities for industrial enter¬ 
prise, but also food for reflection. To many 
if become* an occupation of absorbing 
interest, nav, of enrhu*ia*m. 

We shall resist our inclination to moral¬ 
ize on the advantage derived from enthu¬ 
siasm produced hy the contemplation of 
nature, or in fact by anything that rouses 
men from apathy, and will invite all those 
desirous of learning, to pay an imaginary 
visit to our apiary as described in the fol¬ 
lowing paragraphs: 

To those who are timid or nervous and 
have a lurking notion that bee* are filled 
with wrath ami poison in about equal pro¬ 
portion, »e will lend a pair of rubber gloves 
and a veil like one of those in the accom¬ 
panying picture.

old fashioned hives they have inherited 
from their predecessors along with the 
notion that the bee is a useful little crea¬ 
ture which costs nothing and hoard* itself, 
but is excelled in amiability by nearly all 
th<- rest of creation. When tlir- time for 
“robbing" oomps, a few still adhere to the 
barbarous practice of aulfocating their old 
sivarms with the vapor of burning brim- 
atone hi ordci to obtain the stores; hot 
most of them wait until after dark, smoke 
their lines with burning rags, and remove 
tliu tops of tlio hives. Then limy cut o- 
break out tlio honoy-comh with cheese-knife 
nr poker, mid transfer it, mixed with bee- 
bread, larva', uinl dead bee*, into buckets 
or tubs. In this condition it is taken tn the 
country store, where they gut from six to 
ten cents a pound. 

It ie the object of the present sprie* of 
papers to describe tin- met buds by which 
w obtain honey that sell, at twenty live 
cents a pound, and by which the amount of 
honey per hive has been greatly increased. 
Millions of dollars would be added u, tlm 
annual production if thes.i method* worn 
generally understood and adopted. They 
arc not mere theory, but are carried out in 
practioe by. a fow thousand intelligent men

The top is taken oil and the 
cylinder filled with dry rotten wood, peat, 
rags, ft is then lighted and the 
top replaced. The bellows supplies the 
necessary draught, and we arc rcuily to 
pour forth volumes of smoko at a moment’s 
notice. When the smoker is pul down tit 
an upright position n drop-valve in tlm 
piece connecting hullnwa find cylinder 
remains open and prevents the lire from 
going out. 

Thus armed we nre ready to go into tint 
apiary. The first thing that strikes tlio 
visitor is that the hives aru down on the 
ground, that they are all painted white, 
and that they are all of exactly the sumo 
size. A level picco of ground wan chosen, 
cleared, drained, and covered with n layer 
of saw-dust to keen down the weeds. Then 
it was laid out so that the hives should stand 
'ix feet apart from center to center with 
their entrances all facing the East. Four 
Indf-bricks were put under each hive, and 
the space underneath wn* filled with saw¬ 
dust. For all these points sufficient reasons 
will be given later. At present wo tire 
anxious to make the acquaintance of the 
bees as soon as possible. 

As wc approach more closely we perceive 
that the apiary is composed of hives like the 
lower one of Fig, i, 

If we had a trellis and a grapevine on the 
#°uth *hlc of every hive, as represented in 
the figure, they would alfur.J a grateful 
shade in the heat of the day, but ours have 
not been planted yet.

It is a robber, a donixen of' 
another hive trying to find some unguarded I 
spilt where it may slip in and help in.. |f to I 
honey without tin? trouble of gathering it. 
from Ihiwor to flower. An expvrlcn.:,. I eye 
readily recognizes a rubber from it . fici 
that iia honey-bag is lint diatended lik< 
that of other her.* arriving at the hive, A» 
soon as thu robber attempts to alight m ar 
thu ettlrsnoc, the sentinel* tm duty repel n 
at once, taking it by the wing* and often 
Stinging it to death. Then our attention i« 
attracted by the peculiar bohaviur of the 
bee* stationed at this entrance. They nr- 
standing with ihpir beads down and their 
bodies pointing upwards at an angle, 
whilft their wings move ao rapidly that 
we can hardly sen them. They are ven¬ 
tilating thil hive, sending s current of 
cool, fresh air into it ami driving this 
close nir out. Notwithstanding the fact 
that this hire contains twenty thousand 
heos, the nir in it is quite pure, as anslysia 
lots frequently proved. Our architects 
might take a lesson from the Iron Now 
nnd then we see a ben coming out of the 
hive nnd carrying s dead larva, a dead bee, 
a worm of the bee-moth or ionic other 
intruder as far from the hive as its strength 
will permit, for they are neat and tidy both 
in and around the house. 

Such are the facts wc may observe on 
the outside of a hive almost any fair day; 
but as they have occupied us so long, we 
must defer opening the hive until our next 
visit.

Tiib codling moth scare reminds us of 
the time when everybody became wild oyer 
the brown scale bug. A little later excite¬ 
ment ran high concerning the red scale, 
nevertheless our orchards survive, have 
increased wonderfully, and are yielding 
abundantly. However, wr would not ad¬ 
vise a quiet indifference, but would urge 
our orchard tut* to nn unrelenting warfare 
against not only the codling moth, but 
against, every species of insect that preys 
upon our fruit irccs until the extermination 
is complete. While most of our growers 
are alive tu this work there arc a few who 
will sit idly by and allow insects to breed 
by the wholesale, nod said insects of noiirse 
will find their way into the orchard of the 
more watchful neighbor. This is all wrong, 
and we have a way out of the dilemma, by 
the Una id of Supervisors appointing a 
committee whose business it will bo to see 
that these delinquents apply the proper 
remedies.

Then con¬ 
tract the entrance mi that but one or two 
bees can pass out at thn sntna time They 
will usually build six or ten or mure celfs 
on the eighth or ninth day afrer the nucleus 
was formed. Then upon arnl with a vt-rv 
tliin-bladcd knife cut out all the cells but 
one, and use them immediately in Tunning 
other nuclei, by attaching each to a frame 
of comb and bees taken from an old stock 
as before described, and placed in an 
empty hive. In transferring queen cells 
Care must be taken not to expose them to 
cold or heat, or to denting the cell. Leave 
about nn iaeh square of comb at base af 
cell and iimcrt it among the young brood. 
Never leave a nucleus hive destitute id 
young brood after the young queen Imtohos, 
as the bees arc very’apt to abandon the 
hive when tlm young quean goes out tn 
meet the drones.

TWELVE FACTS FOR BEGINNERS.

PARASITIC INSECTS «N0 THEIR REMEDIES. 

It seems that the brown scale bug which 
ill former years attacked citrus tree* only 
is now spreading to deciduous trues, and in 
acme sections has become a decided 
nuisance, if not an actual enemy. How¬ 
ever, we are free to cottfew that we do nut 
share the degree of fear of its presence 
among our orchards that seems to possess 
ether writers ami growers. The reason for 
this though, may he found in the fact that 
eIK-plive measure* exist, ami if they are 
employed at its first appearance it will not 
ie a Jiuioult task tosubdue and exterminate 
ll,.s poil. In the first place, ,f rrchurd.aU 
would wash and acrui. their Irvea every 
apruig with auft aoap and water, using the 
aoap lively, applying it with a soft rag in 
Urn haud t ranching high into the limbs and 
cleaning out the croiobaa and removing all 
rough Urk or surface, with u pruning 
km tv, the cry of scale bug, woolly apkia, cod¬ 
ling moth and other kindred msec* would 
seldom, if ever be heard.

lye to a pail of water administered by 
means of a syringe or force pump in the 
form of a lipht spray will answer the pur¬ 
pose: and will kill every form of insect life. 
The wash may be even stronger, but 
should be applied when the treo is in a 
dormant state, otherwise it will eat the 
foliage and tender growth and the tree 
may Miller permanent injury. Kerosene 
Oil has liven used in some instances with 
marked success; this, loo, as a rule should 
he applied while the treo is at rest, and the 
high test oil i« considered more effectual 
and less liablo to injure the tree than the 
crude petroleum. One advantage the kero 
sene has over the lye is that if of the 
highest test it can bo used at any time 
during the year, but the application should 
not be made while either trunk i>r foliage 
any degree moist from dew, fog or 
other causes. The reason is this: When 
c strikes a dry surface it at once 
penetrates, hut when it strike* a wet surfat 
the moisture sheds it, as a shingle sheds 
rain. Tobacco wash is another remedy 
which i* harmless to the tree and may be 
applied at any time of year. Two or three 
pounds of dried tobacco jnst 86 it cornea 
front the fluid, in r kettle of water over a 
hot lire for a few hours will furnish enough 
wash if somewhat diluted to spray several 
tree*. Moderately strong soft soap suds 
may also be used during the growing 
season, but it* action will not be to positive 
as that of the former remedies. The soap 
1 lyo have another viitue besides that of 
killing the insects: They are active fer¬ 
tilizers, they carry a large percentage of 
potash; thus while they relieve the tree ex 
terniilly, they administer to its strength 
and growth internally. There is nothing 
that will giro a bright, healthy, thrifty look 
to a tree ao quickly and so (Inoidodly «s a 
good washing with soft soap 0r a Bpraying 
with concentrated lye. These facta have 
been established beyond a doubt by oare- 
ful, practical men, who experiment not for 
pastime, but that they may know the prone,

grown to over ripe, all t|, e largest and finest 
are over ripe and so soft that they arc al] 
bruised out of shape and entirely worthless 
for canning or most any other purpose, 
i "ii say to them, " lid* fruit is in bad con. 
diti.m; 1 wish you hud handled it more 
carefully; such an thin you ought to have 
Kft on the tree Tor several days, and thoHft 
you ought to have picked and brought to 
market last week;” and what is the reply? 
Why! they will tell you it don’t pay to go 
over their trees ao Often, and ao they just 
nicked them all nl once. Now, wlinl 'is the 
buyer to do? Than la a lot of worthless 
fruit, ns much ao from not being bundled 
rightly ns the varieties themselves, only 
one-fourth that can be usutl by tlm tanner 
or fruit dealer; and, as a matter of course, the 
price is sot according to condition anil 
quality. What is the consequence? The 
buyer gets the benefit ..rail the hard names 
Uf.e .1 m the Knglish language. Never 
stopping to think that the buyer is not to 
blame, but that the fault lies with himself,

orchard and the big price paid them. 
When you plant out & fruit, orchard you 
plant for profit. For conning the following 
varieties of fruit are the best: Peaches, 
White Meath Cling, Lemon Cling and Gol¬ 
den Cling. The latter grown in the Sacra¬ 
mento valley. As to the Freestone peach, 
the early and late Crawford are the stand 
aids. Among pears the Bartlett is the most 
profitable of all other*. It is both a g<*>d 
shipping and canning pear, and is about 
the only one used by dinners. Plums, thi 
White Egg and Con's Cold Drop take the 
lead; they always command a high price in 
market. There are only two varieties of 
apricota that I would recommend for plant 
ing, viz: the Large Early and the Peach 
Apricot. Both are heavy bearer* and grow 
very largo, and are raised quite extensively 
at and near Santa Barbara by Jo»oph Se* 
ton. There is no need of any orm making 
a mistake at this late day in planting out 
an orchard. But after it is planted tak 
care of it, and do not let your trees hea. 
too heavily. Thiu them out and pick oil 
all the small fruit at an early stage and 
before it has injured the growth gf the 
larger. Then, ubove all, pick and market 
your fruit when it is just right, and you 
will be pleased with the result, and you "will 
make fruit growing profitable, have no 
reason to grub up your trees or find fault 
with the buyer.

This is still an open question, but it does 
seem that by this time experience should 
have solved it. For raisin making un¬ 
questionably, the White Muni-ui »,7d the 
(iordu Blanco arc the proper vanities. All 
arc agreed thus far. but for wine an.I brandy 
purposes the discussion waxes warm and 
. arncM. Some contend that tho foreign 
varieties only should be used—that (Tie 
Mission should be wholly discarded—while

As regards 
the attacks of noxious insects, and the lia¬ 
bility to disease ami decay, the Mission is 
the Inst to sutler. True. it. makes a strong 
wine, but give it age, and it will acquire tt 
smoothness which will satisfy tho most re¬ 
fined mate. That it makes a good brandy 
nobody will deny,and for bearing qualities, 
whnt variety, under a similar cultivation, 
will yield as heavily from year to year? 
The grower can depend nri the Mission with 
a certainty of a crop every year, and # 
slight neglect in cultivation, owing to a re¬ 
markable vigor of the vine, does not show 
itself so readily a* in tho foreign varieties 
But while we extol the virtues of this pio¬ 
neer grape, we do not wish to underrate 
some of the tested foreign v arieties. Many 
varieties arc needed in order to meet the 
taste of all. If we were to plant a vino- 
ysrd for wine and brandy, our tirat choice 
would be the Mission; second, Zinfnndid; 
third, Blanc Kibe, and then, for the sake of 
variety, a few oilier kinds, but tho Mission 
would make thu largest part of the vine¬ 
yard. There may be a few readers who 

II shrug the shoulder at this declaration; 
it even so, the time will come when even 
they will wieh they had planted more of 
the Minion. It is a fact ihat'snil and local¬ 
ly have much to do in establishing the 
quality of the grape. The inland valleys 
ud mountain districts produce less to the 
'.re than the lower and coast sections, but 
the wine in the former location ia lighter, 
and, for immediate use, ia perhaps belter 
than in the latter section. However, we 
have evidence from both localities in favor 
of planting largely of tho Mission variety. 
The principal reasons have already been 
stated, namely : a sure and vigorous bearer, 
less liable to attacks by noxious insects than 
any other variety, resists mildew and blight 
better than any other variety, it j 8 the 
hardiest vine we have,and, for all purpose?, 
there is no other variety known that can be 
«o successfully used in as many ways as 
the Mission.

No man, however, should at¬ 
tempt the experiment unless he likes an 
open air life, and haa money enough to see 
the thing through. He should be uble to 
buy hia land and put upon it the necessary 
improvements, with an overplus atiflicient 
to sen him through the probationary period. 
Th« inducements held out bv Los Angelos 
County are, to those who have at least situs]] 
means, and to such the return is large if 
not immediate. There is nothing like it on 
the American continent, or even in Krauce. 
The yield of the grape is something to 
marvel at, ranging from four to, in some 
extreme cases, ten lone to the acre. Last 
year grapes sold for from $20 to #25 a ton, 
9ome very choice grapes going as high as 
#8U to tho ton. Kligiblc lands for vineyards 
can bo bad anywhere for from $15 to #40 
per acre, according to quality and location. 
Right bore ia the genuine bonanza of 
Southern California.” 


CALIFORNIA’S FUTURE WEALTH. 

The following is an extract from the ad¬ 
dress of Lloyd Tevis, President of Wells, 
Fargo & Company, before the American 
Bankers' Convention, at Niagara Falls,New 
VotU, on the 10th iust,: 

It ia already evident that in the agri¬ 
cultural capabilities of her soil lie the pos¬ 
sibilities of California's greatest wealth, 
California is, to-day, not a mining but an 
agricultural State. Her wheat crop last 
year, after supplying all homo demands, 
including that of distilling, gave a surplus 
for export of not less than 1,400,000 tons— 
a surplus worth, even at the low rates that 
prevailed on account of the scarcity of 
tonnage, $01,500,000, or more than twice 
the whole bullion product of the State. 
Or, to put it in another way, thu wheat 
crop of California for IHK0 was worth more 
than half as much as the bullion product 
of the whole United States.

label. California is now sending to the 
Atlantic Coast more wine than is imported j 
from France, and if i* estimated that the 
wine crop of last, year yielded to the: 
growers nearly $3,8110,000. The curing 
and packing of raisins has only recently 
commenced, but it is alrevly an Assured 
industry. 

MARKET FOR CAl.irORim WINKS AND 
FRUITS. 

What is true of the product of the vine 
is also true of tliu product of the orchard. 
For the finer qualities of fruit, such a« will 
bear long railroad transportation, or are 
preferred by the carmers, there has been 
developed a market which it seems impos¬ 
sible to glut. In San Francisco, in Ala¬ 
meda and San .lose, are fruit canning es¬ 
tablishments, which during the baay season, 
employ over a thousand hands apiece, and 
all over the State, wherever there is an im 
portant fruit district, this industry in rap¬ 
idly developing. Orchards of the finer 
varieties of peaches, plums, pears, necta 
riiies, etc., ore being set nut in all parts of 
the State, and in the southern suction the 
culture of semi-tropical fruit, is attaining 
large dimensions. Considerable quantities 
of fresh fruit, carefully selected and packed, 
arc forwarded by express to Eastern cities, 
even at the high rates of freight nm* ruling, 
nud with cheaper railroad communication, 
or a means of preserving fruit so as tu en 
aide it to stand the slower carriage of the 
regular freight trains (which, it is now said, 
has been discovered), this business must 
enormously increase." 

CALIFORNIA WINES. 

California is the only country in the world 
that sends to market pure wines, free from 
admixture of any kind. But now our fir*t 
class wine men complain that same are 
using grape sugar, extracted from corn and 
Vegetables, to doctor inferior wines l.,**t 
week wo saw a notice that a dealer had re¬ 
ceived from Franc* extra superior claret, 
on sale at $l.. r il) a gallon, and an equally 
low price in bottles. On lasting wc said. 
"That wine is not from France; no claret 
of such body and bouquet was ever made 
in Europe. They haven't the aim to ripen 
grapes into win® like that." He replied 
that French labels made it sell to thousands 
who would not bur it If they thought it 
wa* American. Public attention should he 
called to California claret especially, (or it* 
manifest superiority to what is imported 
Two French experts differ ns to the cause 
of the body, spirit, ami high bouquet of 
our wines. One attributes it to the rich 
ness of our soil* and their aewness. The 
other says nay j it is their prolonged Mason 
without rain or storm, and their everlasting 
sunshine. It is too much of a good thing; 
your wines are too strong. Hut if we had 


some of them «• could make them first- j 
class by our treatment! They say ours 
raw wines. ** It needs skillful treatment j 
to adapt it to the popular taste.'' Our 
Onhaul informs us that the falling off of! 
vintage by the phylloxera greatly shortens j 
the wine product, though for every gallon 
sh-*rt from the vineyard* a gallon and * 
half ia supplied by art. Around Pans 1 
! alone are sevnii very targe factories making j 
artificial wines to order from rotten apples, 
damaged dried fruits of all kinds, from 1 
beets, and from spoiled mol saws; also [ 
largely from gluc.se made from potatoes 1 
Petition* arc presented Ur the government 
to put a stop to the fraud. The petitioner., | 
wbo are dealer*, assert that not one-third 
or the wine oonamm-d in Paris is mad- 
from grapes. How do«» that sound in our 
snobs who turn from American grape-juioe 
to patronize what if foreign. Never was 
planting so aotii* among vinters aa it i« 
now. Wine pays and gropa* bring ad 
vsneed prices. Order* for certain kind* nf 
win* are in exresa of supplies, aod for 
every kind tilt demand promises to be 
ample at full rate*. The French gnvero- 
ment la prohibiting the use of certain in 
gradients essential to making sham wines, 
and curtailing the use of other elements 
less injurious to the health. A lain law 
forbids the mining of more than half the 
usual quantity of potassium sulphate in 
making artificial wines. These restriction* 
increase the sal© of California wine* to 
fortify the artificial.— Haiti mart, Sun. 

8UBE DEATH TO RABBITS. 

Many remedies have been advocated t< 
abate the rabbit nuisance, and ail claim 
some merit, but the following one from the 
Rural Pma it teem* haa proven to he very 
effective: 

“ It is believed that a practical extermin¬ 
ation of hare* and rabbit# can bo affected 
in many communities by a concert of w«dl 
directed effort*. It is reported that in New 
Zealand and Australia the prevalent*} of 
rabbit* has bran a source of terror to the 
inhabitants, insomuch that it is made • 
subject of legislation, atul the rural puli© 
aru instructed to aeo that the laud owner* 
use mean* of destruction praarriheJ by 
law. PhoBphorir.cd oats have proved a must 
efficient agent, for which the fallowing 
recipe ia employed in their preparation:

“TO-DAY Till. SOON T>K YKSTKRPAY.” 

The hi.tory of the city of Lo* Angelo* 
properly belongs to three period*, namely, 
iK m period of Mission role, when the edicts 
of tbc Friars were law Bml ewrj thing 
subservient U> their will; the period of 
Spanish rule alter the iridepanden#* of 
Mexico and the downfall of the Mission 
power; the period of American occupation 
and the progress which has resulted in 
building a beautiful, prospermia city. Each 
period bad its separate and distinct work 
tn perform, and that each did it* work well 
is evident when the instrument* and advan¬ 
tage! of the different period* are properly 
oonsideri'd. With the Friars from Mexico 
oarne a body of Mexican regulars to ant ns 
guards to these zealous missionaries and to 
perforin suoh other duties as needed their 
services. This band of regulars wax divid¬ 
ed among tbs many Missions established 
along the coast, and as their term of service 
expired, most of them being married and 
having families, their next move was a very 
important one to them, it was one of the 
conditions of founding the Missions that a 
white man could not settle upon the land 
claimed bv the oburch. consequently, to 
accommodate the retiring soldiers, who bad 
become enamored of the country 
necessary to establish pueblos or colonic, 
beyond the precincts of those sacred con¬ 
fines. 

Every settlement of this kind that was 
made in conformity with a decree uf the 
home government received certain aid and 
emoluments which enabled it to begin 
under very favorable auspices. Each retir¬ 
ing soldier having a family received his 
regular pay and rations for three years; 
•'‘■sides two oxen, two mares, two mules, 
two goals, two sheep, two cows without* 
calf, onu ling and a donkey were given to 
each settler, to be paid fur in small install¬ 
ments. In order to secure these advantages 
a number of soldiers at the Mission San 
Gabriel, whose term of service had expired, 
petitioned the home government to set 
arid* • portion of land for their use. 

‘i hih wi» done bv the then Governor of 
California, Don Felipe de Neve, who, on the 
2nth of August, 1781, issued an order that 
the pueblo of Los Angeles shruld be 
founded, which wus done on the 3th of 
September of the aunts ).-ar, under the 
name of Pueblo de Nucalra Sr flora de Lo* 
Angeles. 

The soldiers, twelve in number, with 
tlicir families, making in all forty-six per - 
aun* of bulb sexes, began the settlement by 
mying out a public square in the foim of a 
parallelogram one hundred varaa long by 
•everity-five wide. ()u three sides of this 
square and fronting it were located twelve 
resident lots, one-half of the remaining 
Short Side was given In niiRli,.

public square, and upon the rich soil near 
the river, where the waters of the river 
could be used for irrigating purposes, they 
laid out thirty fields for general cultivation.. 
These fields contained forty thousand 
square varus each and were mostly laid out 
in the form of a square and separated from 
each other by narrow lanes- They wore 
devoted to vineyards, orchard*, corn, barley 
and wheat raising, together with certain 
kinds of vegetables, but the principal occu¬ 
pation of the settlers was raising cattle and 
horses, for the grazing of which they pnjuV 
cd the entire surrounding country. Tin 
m-i tiers, however, at that time, could not 
acquire a title to their lands and held them 
only by virtue of the general law of posses¬ 
sion; still justice was in store for them, 
though somewhat tardy, In 1821 Men 
declared her freedom from Spain, and Vt 
radical changes in the general laws were at 
once instituted, and in 1833 the gratitiugof 
titles tn land came into practical operation, 
The government of the settlement was a 
inpound of political and military. The 
chief ufticer, the Alcalde, was appointed by 
the Governor, before whom all grievances 
were tried. In their easy going way the 
want* of the settlers were few and easily 
pplied. They had little or no intercourse 
with the outside world until 1820, when 
foreign vessels, principally American, be¬ 
gan to call at San redm anil exchange 
goods for hides and tallow. Some ten years 
later trade with Arizona, New Mexico and 
wa * Sonora wa* brought about through the 
enterprise uf American hunters and trap¬ 
pers, Thus briefly have wn glanced over 
the first fifty years. We began with forty- 
six souls and a virgin soil, and at the dole 
of the first half century tvu find u city of 
six nr eight hundred inhabitants, with a 
goodly number of productive orchards am! 
vineyards, and largo bands of cattle and 
horses roaming over the commons belong¬ 
ing to the settlement. The subsequent 
history of Los Angeles is too recent and 
familiar to the eeneral reader to require 
uny-thing more than a passing notice here. 
General intercourse with the outside world 
wrought an entire change over the former 
tranquility of the settlement. Internal 
commotion, strife, and often bloodshed, 
marked tbo way up to and through the 
Moxican war times, and even after that 
period history points us to some very dark, 
bloodthirsty deeds, in most of which for- 
eigners—that is, other nationalities than 
Mexicans and Spaniards—were the principal 
actor*. Since the dose of the war of 1M10- 
1865 the growth of Los Angeles lias been 
rapid and permanent. Some of the busincM 
blocks would do justice eveuto New York 
lioston and other Eastern cities. From the 
hiiu back of town where Fremont's canons 
dictated terms to the city in J84o n beauti¬ 
ful panorama meets tl.o view. Among the 
hills, at their feet and beyond, iiea a city 
of twelve thousand inhabitants. Orchard* 
vineyards, and beautiful homes atretoh 
away oil into the hazy distance. Five lines 
of railroad with their bu«y life center at 


feet, telegraph lines reach out to every 
quarter of the globe, indeed the transfer- 


mation is complete, and we are lost in con¬ 
templating tlm changes that another hun¬ 
dred years will bring. 

SANTA ANA AND TUSTIN. 

The southern end of Los Angeles county 
ba* made most gratifying progress during 
the past year. This section ibipenda upon 
its own merits, and has not had the liberal 
advertising which other portions of Califor¬ 
nia have au freely indulged in, but every 
settler, during the past two years, seems to 
have appointed himself u committee of one 
to bring nut ns many of hia friends and 
relations m possible to settle in the beau¬ 
tiful semi-tropic valley. It is a fact that 
shrewd business men, and not a few of 
them either, after traveling over nil portions 
of the Pacific Coast have purchased homes 
ncur Santa Ana, and since spent thousands 
of dollars in improvements. 

I'UtsKNT STATUS OF SANTA ANA. 

Santa Ana is located thirty-four mile* 
from Los Angeles, six miles from Anaheim 
and about tcii miles from the ocean. It is 
connected with Los Atigolcs, San Francisco 
and the East by the Southern Pacific Rail¬ 
road, which has its southern terminus in the 
flourishing littJo town. Outside of the 
county Beats no town in Southern Califor- 
a larger trade or a more hopeful 

future. 

FACTS ABOUT FRUIT. 

In the immediate vicinity of Santa Ana 
fruit growing will, probably, bo the princi¬ 
pal industry. The orange, lemon and lime 
grow to perfection, and there is seldom 
frost enough to injure even the tender 
banana. The soil is, principally, a light 
sandy loam, easily worked and very pro¬ 
ductive. Nearly every where in this portion 
of the Santa Aua Valley irrigation, after 
the first year of setting out an orchard is 
not only not essential, but is held by many 
experienced fruit growers to bo injurious. 
Still some fine and productive orchards nre 
regularly irrigated, and a positive rule can¬ 
not be luid down, as different grades of 
soil require different treatment. 

winter IHNKUTlON. 

When the winter rains are insufficient, 
winter irrigation is certainly very advan¬ 
tageous. A thorough soaking at this time 
will frequently assure cropB which might 
otherwise bo uncertain, The fruit having 
the finest flavor is undoubtedly produced 
without irrigation; but irrigation increases 
the size. 

Tina season’s fruit enur. 

The fruit crop in the vicinity of Santa 
Aria has not boon quite up to the usual 
standard this year in quantity, although the 
quality has never been superior. This does 
not apply to the lust orange crop, which 
was very large and exceedingly line. 
Nearly every enterprising farmer put out a 
vineyard last Spring, mid the oldest vine¬ 
yards in bcuring will have n fuir average 
crop the present season. 

Tit It RAIIIIIT PEST. 

The greatest pests with which vine- 
jrardists in Los Angeles county, who reside 
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on the outskirts of the principal settlements, 
have to contend with arc the rabbit*. 
These mischievous little animals are v*-ry 
fond of the tender shoots of the vine, 
and speedily destroy a young vineyard. 
Unquestionably the most effective rem 
edy for this evil is a well con structed 
lath or shako fence. The expense of this 
plan is considerable and lias deterred 
many from putting out vineyards. Dr. 
M. S. Jones, of Santa Ann, has another 
metliod which, although it may be knm 
to many wf our renders, will do no harm 
relate. Tuking advantage of the fact that 
rabbits have a strong aversion to blood, h 
procures n quantity from the slaoghte 
houses, dilutes it, and thoroughly sprinkles 
his vineyard each month. The expense 
but trilling mid the result, In his cue, 
least, has been highly satisfactory.

Tin; town nf Santa Ana commands tin- 
trade of a fertile country many miles in 
area. The merchant* are enterprising and 
liberal, and the continual influx of new 
comers and new building enterprises inau¬ 
gurated render trade good for the mercantile 
community and abundance of labor for 
mechanics. Wo do not hesitate to say that 
no community on the Pacific Coast offers 
greater advantages to new corners with 
some capital than Santa Ana. 

TUKTIJf. 

Tustin is, properly, a suburb of Santa 
Ana, and a very garden spot. Here the 
semi-tropical orchards have made aston¬ 
ishing progress during the past six years, 
and the fruit product of the Tustin settle¬ 
ment is already very large. Tustin has 
been especially blessed by this advent, 
during the past five years, of a wealthy and 
enterprising class of settlers who have 
constructed comfortable and, in many cases, 
elegant houses; planted the best varieties 
of trees and vines and given them the best 
care and cultivation. 

PRINCIPAL VARIKTIKS OF VBOIT. 

Tustin is especially adapted to the semi 
tropical fruits. Although the San Francisco 
market was overcrowded with sour and 
poor oranges last Spring, and the price, 
consequently, much lowered; the fruit raised 
in Tustin and the adjoining country was 
in good demand and commanded a fair 
price. The lemon and lime escaped, last 
Winter, the sharp frost* which visited the 
Upper portion of the county, and as the 
demand for these fruits is continually if- 
creasing all these tree* which 
bearing will, probably, find an improving 
market each year.

From this quarter the fish lias found its 
into numerous lakes, rivers ami ponds 
throughout the land. Hut our main desire 
in calling attention to it, is to show the feas¬ 
ibility of its culture in small ponds on our 
farms and ranches. Already there urir a 
few carp pond* in this southern country; 
the seed, of course, came to this coast from 
Washington, and are know from this that 
we have the most desirable variety’.

carp man in Southern California, ho having 
begun the culture some t wo years ago, and 
is now, wo learn, beginning to market fish 
at good prices. Near Florence we have 
another pond in the willows, a capital place, 
and probably another year will sen some of 
the fish in our city markets. Major Toler, 
some months ago, put five hundred young 
fish into one of our city reservoirs, and 
unless the small boy begins with hook and 
line too soon, we will shortly have a reser¬ 
voir full.

WILL BEE KEEPING PAY ? 

Editor Srmi-TrOjtc:—A greeable to 
your request, I will contribute to yum 
served |y popular journal an ooeasional 
elfitui matters pertaining to benkeeping in 
Soatbom California. Theqfeevfmn i* often 
asked. Will bee keeping pnv ? 1 would In* 
inclined to answer both affirmatively and 
negatively. Affirmatively, if managed with 
judgment ami economy, and negatively, if 
otherwise. In the present article 1 will 
only speak of the preliminary steps in the 
matter, as I think the Increafl of the busi¬ 
ness depends as much nn these a* on any¬ 
thing els.-, and all that I shall write will 
be devoted to the sole purpose of making 
l*ee keeping a paying business. Those who 
keep bees for amusement or pastime, can 
adopt any theory they like, but what most 
bee men want in Southern California is a 
systematic course of at*lion which will fur¬ 
nish “grub” and leave something to jingle 
in the pocket. 

If 1 hud known, five years ago, that which 
I have been forced to learn by “sad exper¬ 
ience," I could, to-day, add an extra thou¬ 
sand dollars to the credit nf my aniary, and 
it is the fond hope that some onw may profit 
bv my experience, which pnmiptann-to write 
these lines, 1 would say, in the first place, 
start, by all means, with Italian bens. I 
did so. (I have none to »clL) My first 
season wrh a bad one. A neighbor, ies* 
than u quarter of a mile distant, had black 
bees in much better condition rliann.v lul 
iaris. Fie lost half his bon; I lost none. Tin- 
treatment was the Banm. The next spring. I 
increased my hcesiodmildctbeorigirnl mini 
her by dividing, mu! | extracted 3fi'.i lbs. of 
honey for each original stand of bees. I 
sold the honey in San Franeieco for 3 cunts 
per pound, which only netted me about 3<\ 
cent* HI Pomona, the station I shipped from' 

I divided, again, in the fall (which I would 
never do again), and, uuuntiug the honey 
nud wax at what 1 received for it, net, and 
allowing two dollars pr r colonv fur the in¬ 
crease, wich original colony paid men little 
more than that season. Now, if the

THE LEGHORNS FOR EGGS. 

Without doubt the Leghorns will pr< 
duoe more egg* in * yt»r than any other 
breed. They an- more hardy than the 
I Slack Spanish, which is also a number one 
layer. The .voting chick fisathrr* out very 
quiokly after getting out of the shell, is 
active in looking about for worms and in¬ 
sects, and, withal, i* very dotnratio. At 
four or five months the young pullets will 
begin to lay, and if given n good warm, 
comfortable house, and sulfirienl and proper 
food, they- will lay nil winter. Of thi 
breed there are two varieties, differing only 
in color—the While and the Brown—other¬ 
wise, we believe, they are identical, although 
we have never had the Iirown ones under 
our immediate care, It i» uhantcteridfto of 
the Leghorn* that they never wish to sit, 
they are, therefore, called non sitters, con¬ 
sequently it. is well to have a few barnyard 
fowls for sitting purposes. A umoa with 
the Dominique will give good sitters ami 
mothers,arid will not lessen the quantity nf 
eggs very largely, though for constant, un¬ 
interrupted laying, it is the pure, unmixed 
Leghorn* that wo would recommend,, 

N’rvkr keep fowl* after they hiwomc 
three years old; either send them to the 
market or use them for your own table 
After that age, in tbia climate, thi 
liable to become diwu*i 
ducers they don’t begin 


by an assortment of stove-wood, fruit-cans 
and clinkers, and a very mad man in the 
rear.

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THE FAIR. 

The Fourth Annual Fair of the Southern 
California Horticultural Society took place 
this year under unusually favorable aus¬ 
pices. Our farmers and producers gener¬ 
ally have been blessed for the past two 
years with fair crops and good prices, the 
late eastern connection by rail is stimulat¬ 
ing immigration in a most encouraging 
manner, and our merchants and manufac¬ 
turers have as much business as they can 
reasonably expect, The management of 
the Horticultural Society hat a right to 
claim that this era of prosperity has been 
largely augmented by its annual fairs. The 
grand showing made each year of the un¬ 
surpassed resources of Southern California 
lias attracted world wide attention and 
hundreds of visitors have been persuaded 
to remain in our section and oast their lot 
with us after an inspection of the wonder¬ 
ful produota of this region. 

The management of the Fair desire to 
thank the fanners in all portions of South¬ 
ern California for their generous co-opera¬ 
tion in giving their time and best efforts l\i 
the success of the exposition. It is true 
that some complaint has boon made that 
the fruit growers of Los Angeles city did 
not exert themselves to the extent they 
might have, hut the entry books of the So¬ 
ciety show that the exhibits from the city 
wero noL so trilling us many supposed. The 
county at large, Kan Bernardino and Santa 
Barbara counties did themselves ample 
justice aad maintained their already well 
established pomological reputation. 

So far as wo can learn the thousands of 
visitors, and the writer met representatives 
from uli sections, wero all highly pleased 
both with the exposition and management 
of the Fair, We believe it was us good a 
representation of the present agricultural 
and industrial progress of the country 
as could have been obtained. It has 
remained for a very few individuals who 
wero willing tu receive, and did receive 
their full sham of the benefits of the Fair, 
without contributing anything of impor¬ 
tance to its success, to complain ut the 
management. 

The preparation and arrangements of n 
Fair involve an immense amount of uii- 
recompensed labor. Months must bo spent 
in advertising, and traveling to all portions 
of the District, and in answering the thou¬ 
sands of letters which come from all quar¬ 
ters. When tho Fair opens the benefit of 
all this advertising and labor must bo 
shared with a host of adventurers who take 
advantage of the orowds present to draw | 


by side attractions from the attendance at 
the Fair. 

In spite of the annoyance experienced 
this year from these sources the Fourth 
Exposition o( the Society was a success 
from all standpoints, and as one merchant, 
who has resided hero since '53, said to the 
writer, was worth a million dollars to the 
town and county. As n very Urge propor¬ 
tion of the readers of the Semi-Tropic 
were present at the Fair we shall not bur¬ 
den them with a long account of all that 
took place.

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WOKK FOR THI8 MONTH. 

Although (he blending of (lie months 
into each other is so softly marked in 
Southern California, that without an occa¬ 
sional reference to the Almanac, one would 
hardly realize the month in which he was 
living, still to a close observer every change 
of rnoon brings a change of work. Every 
wide-awake, intelligent farmer understands 
that such is the case, still a sort of ijuiet in¬ 
difference is so apt to possess some of them, 
no doubt, a modest reminder that Certain 
things should now receive attention, will 
serve as a stimulant in the right direction. 
The summer is gone, and cool nights with 
scattering clouds remind ns that we art- 
nearing another winter with occasional 
light frosts, rain storms, and a general tem¬ 
perature of fifteen or twenty degrees below 
that of the summer. Has the poultry such 
quarters as the abovo conditions of climate 
would demand? An air tight, underground 
hen house may be required for the culd 
northern latitudes, but not so here. How¬ 
ever, tlte house hero should be so construct¬ 
ed that the fowls nan roost well up from 
the ground, the roof should be perfect, and 
at least part of the house, that on the wind¬ 
ward side, should be closely inclosed. Two 
Or three days’ labor, a few two by-four 
scantling, a half dozen bunches of shakes, 
two or three pounds of nails, and a low 
stray boards which wu find lying around 
here and there, will give the poultry a house 
that will keep thorn warm, dry and healthy, 
and without doubt they will marc than re¬ 
pay the extra labor and expense in the 
larger quantity of eggs which they will 
produce during the winter. Other domes¬ 
tic animals should likewise be given good, 
warm, comfortable quarters. 

It is a oruol and u vioinus habit to tie a 
hard- worked horse to the end of a sixty- 
foot ropo at the close of day to gather what 
Im call within said circumference, and to 
take the chances of u rainstorm before 
morning. Interest is so low now, rather 
than turn stock out to take the chances of 
the weather, wo would almost advise the 
farmer to go into debt one or two hundred 
dollars in order to secure these improve¬ 
ments. Very often, however, temporary 
shelter is only a question of a few days' 
labor, other requisites being at hand, but 
the dreud to begin loads into procrastina¬ 
tion and the next winter’s cold falls upon 


the unprotected stock because of this pas¬ 
sive indifference. 

In building a barn the farming tools 
should be given a wing or some large room, I 
and whenever tools arc not in actual use 
they should be found in this room, out of the ! 
sun, dew, rains and other changes of the ] 
weather. Hundreds of dollars ure lost an -1 
Dually by allowing plows, harrows, culti¬ 
vators, etc., to fall to pieces in the sun. 
The cost of building a burn would booh In- 
saved in these wastes alone: besides, think 
of the comfort and convenience which it 
would afford. 

Now, then, suppose we examine the 
dwelling house; not that wu expect to find 
a large amount, of architectural beauty, a 
thing that would be deeicedly out of plan- 
in a quiet farm house, but to see if the 
building will keep out tbo coIJ wind and 
rain this winter. To begin with, the chim 
ney is defective, and when the wind blows 
from a certain quarter the stove smokes so 
that everybody is driven from the mom. 
On the first warm day, lifter the morning 
house-work is done, investigate that chim¬ 
ney, clean it out, put a lew more bricks on 
the top, carry the top above the peak of the 
house—don’t neglect this; there will be 
some cold, windy evenings this winter 
when the family will want to sit around u 
good, warm tiro. 

Here and them we see daylight through 
the roof; a few shingles will remedy that, 
the hot summer's siin has warped uimo of 
the siding and battens out of place, rain 
will easily find its wily through unless a few 
nails are brought into requisition. So much 
for buildings, which is altogether too brief, 
arid now for the farm. If you have an or¬ 
phan!, certainly you will stop working the 
soil in it ut once. This should have beau 
said a month or six crock* ago, if deciduous 
fruits, probably nothing should have been 
done after tile’first of Septa-in her. After 
the summer’s growth and fruitagesufficient 
time should be given the Ircc6 m which to 
IturilftD the young growth to withstand lno 
winter’s cold, but if the sod is constantly 
stirred, an effort to grow will be kept Up 
and the first light frost kills the tender, 
soft growth, In the vineyard after the crop 
is gathered there IS nothing to be done for 
lIm present. Apples that are to be kept 
for a future market should be picked from 
tho tree by hand, and should lit' handled as 
carefully as though they were eggs. I hey 
may be packed immediately in boxes or 
barrels or may be put into small pile* in n 
dry cellar, or in the granary or barn. 1 he 
corn should be husked and cribbed as soon 
as possible; tho pumpkins will require cov¬ 


ering of some kind to protect them from 
frost, and the rich Hubbard squash will 
find their way into the cellar or granary. 

The wheat and the barley fanner will 
provide himself with the latest improved 
machinery, will have all tools sharp and in 
readiness for the first rain. His harness 
will receive u thorough washing and oiling, 
he wilt provide himself with overy liltln in- 
oidi-rnid which Ids past experience tells 
him Im will probably need. If a bolt breaks 
he lias one at hand without being obliged 
to stop the team until n man can go to 
town and back. 

If a buckle breaks or a few slitchira give 
way in the harness his remedy is at hand, 
and this is the jmccersful farmer. All his 
summer fallow and other loose land may 
receive the seed before the first rain comes, 
thu* leaving him to mov , e into lh« m-w toil 
with his full force as sunn as the ground is 
ready for the plow. Speculating on the 
probabilities of ilia weather is u( litllu avail 
in this country; when it rains it rains, but 
when it clears nobody can say when it will 
rain again. The latest arrival can prognos¬ 
ticate the weather with ae much certainty 
as Hie oldest inhabitant. We have this 
faith, however, in the future, that die acre¬ 
age sown to grain in Southern California 
this winter will uearly double last year’s 
acreage, and that next year's harvest will 
be by far the largest year known in the 
history of this country.

It if true the Mission grape is a good 
g rapo and has much to re twin mend and 
perhaps it was fortunate that that wt»a the 
first grape which wn* almost exclusively 
planted, for it makes u great variety of 
wines, of fair to indifferent quality, and it 
is healthy and a good bearer It is doubt¬ 
ful whether any one variety would make 
eueh a range of varieties of wine, but it is 
equally trim I think that I could name 
varieties that would excel it for making 
any kind of wine or brandy that was ever 
made from Mission. If it is adapted fur 
anything it is for sweet wines. 1 et the 
( ’liarlmiieau will make a better port, the 
I'edros and San IVters will make a better 
sherry, the Hlaue Klbeii ami Omrhnnean 
will mnke a belter brandy, /infaudel and 
Charboneau will make h better red wine, 
whirl her i larct or Burgundy, and as til hocks 
or white wine Blanc Ell.ien, Burger, Zin- 
fandel and many other* are far its superior 
As regard* the tpiatiiilv that grapes pro* 
dime, the Burger, Hliuie El ben. or /bnfandel 
will yield twenty-five percent, mure grspoa 
per ucjo on any upland adapted for the 
raising of grapes and will produce at an 
earlier turn—will ledvr Invorsble ciretitn- 
vtances yield something of u crop the sec¬ 
ond year thnt w ill pay fur picking, Again, 
these grapes will do better where there, i, 
no irrigation, fur they mature earlier. 

As regard* disease- of the vine we may 
elaiui to be free from them yet, for there is 
nothing which affects the crop materially 
except It is mildew and in that the Mission 
would have the preference, and in low, vret 
localities the Mission would have the prof 
i rein n.

Many persons keep fowls almost entirely 
(or th« protit to be ohuint'd from the *alr 
of tbfrir eggi. fn many rrspeets poultry 
pays better than any other slock 'in the 
farm, as they obtain’quite a proportion of 
their fond by their own fxerii'ins, ami as a 
j.srt of their food consists of insect* they 
Iwcomt in that reaped beneficial to the 
farmer, beside* the profit obtained from 
their egg* and flesh. The definite rash re¬ 
turn* are measured, huwerur, by the num¬ 
ber «»f egg# laid and ohieken* marketed. 
For ilii* reason the non**! tiers, as they are 
called, are preferred by many. As their pro. 
duction of eggs ia more or le*> continuous, 
nnd can in a measure be calculi*' 1 I before¬ 
hand by any judicioua and skillful poul¬ 
terer. Singularly enough, all or nearly oil 
the non-silting breeds of poultry originated 
in the smith of Europe nr tin tin- sburoa of 
the Mediterranean. 

The most highly-bred variety of thiafowl 
i* called the Black Spanish, which wus 
trough t to it* preaent perfection by Holland | 
poulterer*. There are two varieties of the 
Iilack Spanish noticed in the poultry books 
—the White-Faced and tlie Ked-Facod, or 
Minorcas. The bitter is tin* heavier fowl, 
and in sumo cases appear to be hardier; but 
the White-Faced lays ms large ami n* many 
eggs, and having been the result of great 
skill and carr in breeding is the more beau¬ 
tiful vartciv of the two. As now bred, the 
White-Faced lilack Spanish is a very beau¬ 
tiful bird, the lustrous black color uf tin- 
plumage contrasting vividly with the near- 
lot of tilt very large comb and wattles* and 
the peculiarly shining white of the ear-lobes 
and face. 

Thu principal value of the breed U its 
laying propensity. The eg g* ore pttro white 
in color and very largo. There i* no breed 
of fowls, probably, that will lay more 
pound# of eggs in a year. With the oacep 
tion of the moulting sea sou and an occas¬ 
ional cold snap, Black Spanish hens will 
lay every week during the year. Uf course, 
if egg* arc eipentad in the wiuter, warm, 
oonifoitabk- quarters, warm drink, and 
suitable food must be provided, and if this 
ia done very few week# will pass without 
more or lees egg# from a flock of. these 
fowls. 

LIME AND OHABOOAL. 

Few breeder* really appreciate the value 
of lime and charcoal. These two article* 
art- almost absolutely necessary in the man¬ 
agement of fowl* whether bred in the fan¬ 
cier's yard or on the farm. A flock of fowl* 
will soon make even a fair-sized yard foul 
and unhealthy mile*# frequently spaded up. 
In many c**e» this cannot bo conveniently 
done, and tgtiOtine must ba hn-l to lima and 
other purifier* to eleanae the premises. 

Tbe value of lime in tbo form of white¬ 
wash u well known, and tftoae who use it 
on the walla, ue«U, aitliug-boxee, floor or 


anywhere either inside or outside the hen¬ 
houses liberally are the ones who keep their 
flocks healthy and cleanly. For laying hens 
it is indispensable in some shape f*>r mate¬ 
rial for egg-shells; though whan fowls have 
their liberty they can procure a good supply 
of ealoareou* matter in the soil, but fowls 
in confinement should he supplied with 
crushed oyaler-abella, old mortar, chalk, bro¬ 
ken bits of limn, etc., at all time*, Charcoal 
is valuable in a sanitary point of view m 
feeding poultry Pulverized and mixed with 
ilm soft feed it aid* digestion and animiU- 
tion, prevents divide, purifies the content* 
of the crop and tsinla to fatten. It abouht 
he broken In small pieces about the size or 
a garden-p«s» and put in troughs or hoses 
whore the fowls Could have ready nct-esa lo 
it. Charred ears of worn is a good substi¬ 
tute for ebarccal and is relished by tbs 
fowls. Fed during winter it makes a marked 
improvement in their health, a* is shown by 
the bright red combs and wattles, and the 
increase of egg*.— Am< r!' no Poultry Jour
